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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragrapli, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In light of the amendment to claim 1 , it is suggested that "or 
diagonal surfaces" (claim 5, lines 2-3) be deleted. Applicant should review the claims 
for any additional informalities. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1,2,4-6 and 8-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Underwood et al (USP 6,035,476). The patent to Underwood discloses 
(with particular reference to figure 6) a toothbrush comprising a body (100) as well as a 
plurality of tufts the free ends of which are all beveled (some of which define plural 
beveled surfaces). In an effort to identify the portions of the bundles in Underwood, 
applicant's attention is directed to the figure below. 
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Claim 1 at present only requires that "some" (which could be as little as two) of 
the bristle bundles have an inclined as defined in the claim and that the adjacent 
bundles have an inclined surface oriented relative to each other at an angle other than 
90 and 1 80 degrees. As defined in claim 1 , inclined surface A of one bundle and 
inclined surface B of another adjacent bundle are oriented relative to each other at other 
than 90 and 180 degrees. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl^ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 7 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Underwood et al (USP 6,035,476) in view of Carlucci et al (USP 6,735,804). The 
modification of the head shape and the addition of other tufts of non-circular cross- 
section as well as the addition of equal-length tufts is taught by Carlucci and would be 
obvious to one of ordinary skill as being an art-recognized tuft arrangement. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 29 August 2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant's primary argument pertains to the last three lines of claim 
1 . The examiner has attempted to identify two inclined surfaces of adjacent bundles in 
figure 6 of Underwood which seem to be oriented at angles other than 90 or 180 
degrees relative to each other. The claim at present only requires SOME (which could 
be as little as two) having the recited inclined surface(s) which are thus oriented as 
defined in the last three lines of claim 1 . The claim does not preclude the presence of 
additional bundles or inclined surfaces thereof which have a different orientation.
